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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the provisional 
application (60/214,910) for Wilson (2006/0133387) does not show support for particular paragraph citations [0024], [0029], [0035], [0051], 
[0064], [0065], [0091]. The Examiner disagrees. The Examiner notes the following pages and sections provide support for the paragraph 
citations (see at least, page 2, page 3, page 8, page(s) 24-26 (more specifically, Promising Functionality found on page 24), and page(s) 
30-36). The Examiner has numbered the pages by excluding the 2 page coversheet found with the provisional application. The Examiner 
notes while these pages are not verbatim representations of the paragraph citations found in the Wilson reference, the Examiner notes 
that they provide the same detail of information found in the Wilson reference. Further the Applicant argues that operations recited in 
claim 1 are performed by the customer and the management unit and the emphasis on the timing/volume aspect within the supply chain. 
The Examiner notes Wilson disclose operations by the customer and the management unit (see at least, [0030]) and timing/volume aspect 
within the supply chain (see at least, [0029]).
